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Big Lottery money will help 
charity continue vital work 


A BIG Lottery grant of 
almost £200,000 is being 
celebrated by the Dorch¬ 
ester founder of a na¬ 
tional charity. 

Doctor Ian Stuart says 
the money will keep 
Cavernoma Alliance UK 
(CAUK) going for five 
years from its Dorchester 
base. 

The charity helps peo¬ 
ple with disabilities that 
can be caused by caver¬ 
nomas which are made 
up of abnormal blood 
vessels. Brain caver¬ 


nomas are thought to af¬ 
fect one in 600 people, 
usually without symp¬ 
toms. 

Those with symptoms 
can suffer headaches, 
dizziness, weakness, 
numbness and memory 
and concentration diffi¬ 
culties. Medical staff 
sometimes confuse the 
condition with MS or 
Parkinson’s Disease. 

The charity was set up 
in 2006 in Dorchester, 
where Doctor Stuart 
lives, and has been run

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by keen volunteers ever 
since - but the cash in¬ 
jection will now allow it 
to take on paid part-time 
staff to enable its services 
to develop and become 
accessible to everyone 
across the country. 

“The generous grant of 
£198,303 will help fund 
our vital work for five 
years” said Doctor Stuart 
the founder and co-ordi- 
nator of the charity. 

Doctor Stuart explained 
that, “Cavernomas are 
clusters of abnormal, 
leaky blood vessels 
found primarily in the 
brain and spinal cord. 


Typically they look like 
blackberries and are 
often a few centimeters 
in diameter. 

“Most people have 
never heard of them but 
they are by no means 
rare. One in six hundred 
people has at least one 
cavernoma. Many peo¬ 
ple experience no symp¬ 
toms and never realise 
that they have a caver¬ 
noma. Others can expe¬ 
rience haemorrhage, 
which can cause 
seizures, permanent neu¬ 
rological damage, neuro¬ 
logical deficits (eg, 
paralysis slurred speech 


and tremor) or even 
death”. 

Treasurer Tim Mill- 
ward said: “The charity 
was run from Doctor Stu¬ 
art’s home for many 
years, and we have relied 
on the energy and com¬ 
mitment of volunteers. 

“With the advent of 
modern MRI scanning, 
the number of those diag¬ 
nosed with the condition 
is increasing. We are 
signing up between two 
and three new members 
every week.” 

“We are the only organ¬ 
isation in the UK with 
detailed information 
about the condition who 
support newly diagnosed 
people and put them in 
contact with others in the 


same situation. 

“It was essential that we 
found a way to ensure 
that our vital services are 
available in future for 
those with cavernoma.” 

The charity currently 
has almost 600 members 
and provides help and in¬ 
formation from its web¬ 
site

at events where people 
with the condition can 
meet and share experi¬ 
ences and support each 
other, held across the UK.

# HOW did you become involved with the Marine Pa¬ 
rade Shelters and Jubilee Pavilion? 

By accident! In 20061 joined the group that helped Lyme 
Regis Town Council by running the first public consulta¬ 
tion on restoring the shelters. Much public engagement, 
tortuous planning, arduous fundraising and seven years 
later, it's still part of my life, now leading the volunteers 
who staff the Jubilee Pavilion during the season. 

# WHAT do volunteers in the pavilion do? 

We're a small part of Lyme's effort to welcome visitors and 
to help them make the most of their time here. Like every¬ 
one involved with the town's tourism, we want people to 
return - and to spread the word about how good a place 
it is, which should encourage a steady flow of new as well 
as repeat visitors. So we engage people in conversation, 
provide answers and information, and encourage them 
to explore (and spend money in!) the nooks and crannies 
of the town that they might not otherwise find. What we 
do supports the Tourist Information Centre - we work 
closely with the professional staff there. 

# WHAT do you enjoy about working in the Jubilee 
Pavilion? 

It's a pleasure meeting visitors who are nearly always very 
positive about Lyme, often comparing it favourably with 
larger and more high-profile holiday spots. And it's an 
equal pleasure co-ordinating the team of over 50 volun¬ 
teers. They share a love of Lyme and the wish to promote 
it positively; they're a cheerful and co-operative bunch 
who make it easy to keep things running (relatively) 
smoothly. 

# HOW would you encourage more volunteers to 
come forward? 

Word-of-mouth is pretty effective - most of the new 
helpers this season were recruited by existing 
volunteers. It would be good to have a wider age-range - 
probably many volunteer-dependent organisations in 
Lyme would echo that. What I'd love to see here is plenty 
of senior school students, and people not much older, in¬ 
volved as welcoming "ambassadors" for their town. It's 



something we're trying to work on in the context of the 
Jubilee Pavilion. 

# ARE you a member of any other local organisations? 

Ann and I are members of Lyme's Amnesty International 
group. We're active with letter-writing and campaigning 
in support of people around the world who are unjustly 
imprisoned, and frequently mistreated, because they've 
voiced ideals and beliefs contrary to the wishes of those 
in power. 

For several years I was a miller and trustee for the Town 
Mill, leading its educational work. Creaking bones have 
brought my milling to an end, but I remain an enthusiast. 
The Mill is a great place, with so much going on that ap- 
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peals to many different tastes, literally as well as 
metaphorically. 

We're also members of The Lyme Regis Society, the local 
U3A, and the Friends of the Museum - splendid organisa¬ 
tions that each do a lot for the community and bring fas¬ 
cinating activities and speakers to the town. Turn Lyme 
Green and Lyme Regis Development Trust are other or¬ 
ganisations that we enjoy supporting. Being retired in 
Lyme is a full-time job! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

What more could you ask for? A perfect balance of har¬ 
bour and town, wedded to the sea and to entrancing 
countryside; a small but amazingly energetic and creative 
community; friendly residents and delighted visitors; a 
place that looks forward while preserving its inherited 
values. Importantly, in our experience, "incomers" can 
quickly be made welcome and to feel part of the place - 
something that's often not the case in small towns. 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the town 
if you could? 

An aerial railway from Holmbush down to the harbour! 
Seriously, though, there's plenty of good work going on 
in an effort to make Lyme an even more pleasant place 
to live and work, despite those real challenges - shortage 
of affordable homes, narrow streets, restricted parking 
and so on - that we all know about. 

We'd all gain if more responsibility and authority over 
purely Lyme matters could come back from the district to 
the town council. And when the town council loosens up, 
becomes less formal and bureaucratic, more responsive 
and less inward-looking, more cohesive and focused, that 
will be even better. (None of those improvements, inci¬ 
dentally, will be one jot assisted merely by the superficial 
creation of a chairman of the council separate from the 
mayor.) 

• WHICH three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

Richard Feynman, the most stimulating natural scientist 
of the last century; William Shakespeare, the sharpest ob¬ 
server of human nature, ever; and Michael Gove, though 
I wouldn't in advance tell the first two about the third! 
Then I'd try to get Dick and Bill to persuade Michael that 
education is about learning to do, to notice, to think and 
to judge - abilities that form the basis of knowledge and 
understanding. I fear that Michael wouldn't grasp this, 
and it might turn into a nightmare dinner, but worth a try. 

• WHAT three items would you like with you on a de¬ 
serted island? 

Michael Gove, the National Curriculum, and Ofsted - then 
I'd swim off and leave them there.

Council sorts out finances 

DORCHESTERTown Council is sorting out some of its 
financial problems - increasing its reserves by 
£120,000 more, to around £600,000. 

The authority had been criticised for allowing the 
reserves to fall to what was seen as too low a level. 

But policy chairman Trevor Jones has warned that 
there could be even tougher times ahead as Govern¬ 
ment cuts start to work down to the lower levels of 
local government. 

He also says that the council may face taking on 
extra work as the county and district councils, both 
badly affected by cuts, try and pass on responsibility 
for some items to the town council. 

Mr Jones says there is also uncertainty about 
whether or not the authority will get a grant of 
£112,000 from Government to mitigate the conse¬ 
quences of localisation of Council Tax support. He re¬ 
ports that the council also has to repay a £200,000 
loan in 2017, taken out to fund the building of the 
council's depot on St George's Road. 

But on the plus side Mr Jones reports changes to 
managing the cemeteries which will save over 
£24,000 and changes to the staffing structure which 
will save an estimated £37,000 a year. 

In a recent survey undertaken by the town council 
the number of people who agreed, or tended to 
agree that the authority provides good value for 
money fell from 74 per cent in 2011 to 67 per cent in 
2012. 

Number plates stolen 

THIEVES stole the number plates from the front and 
rear of a Seat Ibiza in Durngate Street car park, Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The offence happened between 6.30am on Thurs¬ 
day, May 16th and 5.30am on Friday, May 17th. 
Dorchester police would like to know if you were in 
the area at this time and saw anything suspicious. 

Coburg Road was the scene of another theft from 
an unattended motor vehicle. The offence occurred 
near to the Marie Road junction between 11.15pm 
on Sunday, May 19th and 8am on Monday May, 20th. 
The offender smashed the window to gain entry but 
nothing appears to have been stolen. 

At the Poundbury West Industrial estate a large 
quantity of timber was stolen between 9.30pm on 
Tuesday, May 21 st and 4.30am on Wednesday 22nd 
May. 

Shoplifting increases 

SHOPLIFTING offences in Dorchester have almost 
doubled - compared to a year ago. 

Local Police Inspector Steve Marsh told town coun¬ 
cillors that between the end of March and the middle 
of May, 26 offences had been reported, which he said 
was "more or less" double the same period last year. 

Other town centre offences for the period included 
five house burglaries, 11 burglaries at non-domestic 
properties, 34 incidents of criminal damage, seven 
thefts from motor vehicles, 11 minor assaults, four 
public order offence, five drug offences, one'minor' 
arson at the Rugby Club and one offence of stalking. 

The Inspector said that it most cases arrests had 
been made.

Jurassic Coast'pocket money'

BRIGHT ideas on ways 
to improve understanding 
of the Jurassic Coast in 
local schools are being 
rewarded with grants 
from the Big Jurassic 
Classroom Pocket Money 
Fund. 

Whether it is taking the 
class to the coast or 
bringing the coast to the 
classroom, the funds, dis¬ 
tributed by the Jurassic 
Coast Trust, will be used 
to help turn the best ideas 
into reality. 

Schools across Devon 
and Dorset were each in¬ 
vited to suggest how they 
could use the Jurassic 
Coast as a learning re¬ 
source, communicate its 
values and help children 
get closer to it, especially 
those whose backgrounds 
might preclude such an 
experience. 

The eleven successful 
schools will each receive 
a cheque for £250

fund projects and trips to 
the World Heritage site in 
Dorset and East Devon.

based on the Jurassic 
Coast. 

“Children are the future 
custodians of the Jurassic 
Coast, they have a natu¬ 
ral curiosity for fossils 
and dinosaurs,” added 
James Weld, Chairman 
of the Jurassic Coast 
Trust. 

“The best ‘pocket 
money’ inspired exam¬ 
ples of how to nurture 
this interest will be 
shared among other 
schools.” 

The Big Jurassic Class¬ 
room is an on-going 
project, run by the World 


Heritage Team to help 
local teachers integrate 
the Jurassic Coast into 
the curriculum. 

So far it has supplied 
materials, training and 
advice on Jurassic Coast 
field trips to nearly 1,000 
teachers and teaching as¬ 
sistants.

Mrs Yarker, an Hon¬ 
orary Curator at the mu¬ 
seum, was presented 
with her BEM by the 
Lord-Lieutenant of 
Dorset, Mrs Valerie Pitt- 
Rivers. 

She was awarded the 
honour as a result of her 
voluntary services to 
museums. 

Friends, museum staff 
and other volunteers 
came to the presentation 
to show their support 
and thank Gwen for her 
unique contribution to 
the work of the museum 
over two decades. 

For more than 20 years 
she has served as the 
Honorary Curator of 
Fine Art at Dorset 
County Museum and as 
a trustee of the Dorset 
Natural History and Ar¬ 
chaeological Society. 

She has also involved 
in fundraising to support 
the development of the 


museum, in building links 
with other fine art organi¬ 
sations, in growing, train¬ 
ing and leading a group of 
collections management 
volunteers, and in re¬ 
searching, documenting 
and displaying the history 
of the county’s artists and 
paintings. 

Among the campaigns 
she has been involved with 
is raising £350,000 to ac¬ 
quire three portraits by 
George Romney detailing 
Thomas Rackett, one of 
Dorset’s earliest antiquari¬ 
ans. 


Her singlehanded contri¬ 
bution to the research, co¬ 
ordination, writing, 
fundraising and manage¬ 
ment of the production of 
the Public Catalogue 
Foundation’s volume on 
the oil paintings of Dorset 
was also cited. 

“However, perhaps Mrs 
Yarker’s finest achieve¬ 
ment to date was her cura- 
torship of the exhibition 
‘Georgian Faces: Portrait 
of a County’ held at Dorset 
County Museum in 2011 
and authorship of an ac¬ 
companying catalogue. 


The result of more than 
four years work, under¬ 
taken on a completely 
voluntary basis, this crit¬ 
ically acclaimed exhibi¬ 
tion which ran for four 
months, contained more 
than 70 portraits from 
both national and private 
collections, including 
many never seen in pub¬ 
lic previously. 

“It resulted in signifi¬ 
cant long-term improve¬ 
ments to the security and 
facilities of the museum, 
dramatically raised its 
profile and standing, and 
attracted a large audi¬ 
ence - helping grow the 
museum’s income in 
otherwise difficult eco¬ 
nomic circumstances,” 
said a museum 
spokesperson. 

Jon Murden, Director 
of Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum has praised Mrs 
Yarker’s work at the mu¬ 
seum: “She is an invalu¬ 
able and unique resource 
to the museum - we 
would never have ac¬ 
quired the Romney por¬ 
traits without her, and 
she continues to provide 
help, advice and support 
at the highest level.” 


Roundabouts in a state 

THE state of some of Dorchester's roundabouts has 
improved after what one town councillor described 
as a "full and frank discussion" with a county council 
official. 

Town councillor Robin Potter said the talks took 
place after concerns about the state of some round¬ 
abouts in the county town - including those at Max 
Gate and Fordington Fields. 

Mr Potter told fellow councillors that since the dis¬ 
cussion the roundabouts had been given a trim and 
now looked better. 

Road layout confusion 

DORCHESTER councillor and local taxi driver, Tim 
Harries, is urging the Duchy to finish work on Queen 
Mother Square at Poundbury. 

He says the confusion sometimes caused by the 
lack of road marking is "interesting, to say the least". 

Mr Harries has claimed in the past that the"shared 
space" principle of the square with no clear markings 
between pedestrians and cars has led to some near- 
misses. 

In a letter to the town council the Duchy says that 
the surface finishes at the square are yet to be com¬ 
pleted. 

"We should ask when the surface finishes might be 
finished and whether this is likely to have a detri¬ 
mental effect, or an improvement," said Mr Harries.

A new book about Thomas Hardy’s 
Wessex is being launched at the 
County Museum next week - fol¬ 
lowed by a talk about Emma Hardy. 

“Thomas Hardy: The World of His Nov¬ 
els” by JB Bullen, is being launched on 
Thursday, June 6th at 6pm. 

Entry to the book launch 
is free. It will be followed 
at 7.30pm by an illustrated 
talk by Helen Gibson and 
Marilyn Leah entitled 
“Emma: West of Wessex 
Girl” on the life of the first 
Mrs Thomas Hardy. 

The new book is said to 
explore the relationship 
between reality and the 
dream of Hardy’s Wessex, 
identifying the places and 
the settings for Hardy’s 
writing, and showing how 
and why he shaped them to 
serve the needs of his characters and plots. 

JB Bullen holds the Chair of English 
Literature and Culture in the department 
of English Literature, Royal Holloway, 
University of London. 

He is also Professor Emeritus of the 
University of Reading where he lectured 
on English Literature and Art History for 
more than 25 years. 

In 2010 he delivered the plenary lecture 


at the last international Hardy biennale. 

He is the author of many books and ar¬ 
ticles and lives in Oxford. 

The book included chapters on Far from 
the Madding Crown, The Mayor of Caster 
Bridge, Tess of the D’Urbervilles and 
Hardy’s poems. 

The talk about Emma 
Hardy will be delivered by 
Helen Gibson, honorary 
curator at Dorset County 
Museum, and Marilyn 
Leah, former custodian of 
Max Gate, Hardy’s Dorch¬ 
ester home. 

Their talk will discuss 
the life and work of Emma 
Gifford, first wife of 
Thomas Hardy looking at 
her early life, her meeting 
with Thomas Hardy, the 
story of their courtship and 
their life together. 

Diarist, Suffragette and Campaigner, 
Emma’s own words describe her beliefs 
and convictions, and her artistic accom¬ 
plishment is seen in images of her water¬ 
colours and sketches from the extensive 
Hardy Collection at Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum. The couple married in 1874, and 
after eleven years of living in and around 
London, settled in Dorset at Max Gate, 
Dorchester, for the rest of their lives.

C ONJURE up an 
image of croquet 
and your mind al¬ 
most instantly produce a 
gentle pastoral scene with 
the game being played by 
the well-off, and well- 
dressed, in the grounds of 
a country house. 

But it’s an image one 
local club is trying to dis¬ 
pel - croquet is not an ex¬ 
pensive game to play and 
is open to anyone. 

The Kingston Maurward 
Croquet Club was founded 
in the mid-1960s and 
today has around 50 mem¬ 
bers. They meet, as the 
name might suggest, at 
Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege and use two lawns- 
although neither is full- 
size. 

Where the game origi¬ 
nates is open to debate - 
some will tell you England 
in the mid-1850s, other 
argue that it originated in 
Ireland, yet more say it de¬ 
rived from a French game. 
Whenever it started the 
game today is almost 
worldwide and the country 
which consistently pro¬ 
duces the best players is 
Egypt. 

The Kingston Maurward 
club has no pretentions to 
reach international stan¬ 
dards although it puts out 
three teams, of differing 
standards, in the South 
West Federation which 
stretches from Penzance to

Cheltenham and over to 
Poole. 

I joined a group of ten 
beginners who were en¬ 
joying their introduction to 
croquet on a Monday af¬ 
ternoon - the first of six 
sessions. 

Chairman Jeremy Mar¬ 
shall, who started playing 
at college, joined the local 
club in 1979 and has held 
the chair for more years 
than he cares to remember. 

“It can be a very relaxing 
and stress-free game al¬ 
though you can see people 
getting very tense when 
they start playing inter¬ 
club competitions, it’s up 
to you which course you 


choose. 

“A friendly, club game, 
might only last 20 or 30 
minutes but a competition 
might go on for several 
hours.” 

Outlay is relatively 
cheap. Unlike golf where 
you need a range of clubs 
croquet players only use 
one mallet and even a very 
good quality carbon fibre 
one will cost around £200; 
for competition “whites” 
are required dress, but for 
club meetings feeling 
comfortable is usually 
more important than dress 
code. Shoes, however, 
must be flat, to prevent 
damage to the lawns. 


And with no joining fee 
membership of the 
Kingston Maurward club 
weighs in at only £50 a 
year. 

In essence there are two 
types of game - one akin 
to golf where one player, if 
they are able, can make it 
around as much of the 
course as possible in one 
go; and the more relaxed 
version where players take 
turns. 

Competition players will 
generally represent the 
club at least once a month 
during the season while 
non-competition players 
can suit themselves. Some 
do play more than once a 
week, others less so, with 
weekend sessions organ¬ 
ised for those who work. 

“We are very lucky at 
Kingston Maurward. We 
have a lovely setting and 
the college look after us 
very well. It’s a great sport 
and our membership has 
remained fairly static over 
the past five years, but we 
could do with a few more 
who want to play in com¬ 
petitions,” said the chair¬ 
man.

The “learn to play” ses¬ 
sions start at 2pm on Mon¬ 
day afternoons although 
prospective members are 
welcome at other times.

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Dorset's wildlife in crisis according to experts 



DORSET’S wildlife is in crisis with some 
species now extinct and many others 
under threat. 

Butterflies, which once graced the 
county’s woodland have gone and large 
garden bumblebees have disappeared 
from our gardens. 

Even the once common tree sparrow is 
now thought to be down to fewer than 20 
pairs. 

The evidence comes from a study 
launched by Sir David Attenborough giv¬ 
ing a health check for wildlife in the UK. 

It shows that species from Dorset’s 
heathlands, marine areas, grasslands and 
coast have experienced serious decline 
and in some cases, extinction. 

The “State of Nature” report is the first 
■ SIR David Attenborough © The Wildlife Trusts of its kind - wildlife organisations across 


the UK, including Wildlife Trusts, RSPB, 
Buglife and Butterfly Conservation 
looked at data for more than 3,000 of our 
native species. The findings are clear: na¬ 
ture is in trouble. Nationally, 60 per cent 
of the species studied have been declining 
during recent decades and more than one 
in ten of all the species assessed are under 
threat of disappearing. 

In Dorset a shocking number of species 
have faced extinction. In woodland areas, 
the pearl-bordered fritillary and high 
brown fritillary butterflies have become 
extinct. 

Coastal areas only have one wild aspara¬ 
gus plant remaining and the large garden 
bumblebee has now also disappeared 
from our gardens. 

Some historically common species are 


now rarely seen in Dorset; there is only 
one recent record of the Fan Mussel and 
the tree sparrow is nearly extinct, with 
fewer than 20 pairs remaining. 

The county’s lowland heathland area is 
much reduced from a historical figure of 
more than 365,000 hectares to less than 
6,000 hectares today. 

But targeted conservation has shown 
that there is hope. Dorset Wildlife Trust 
has worked to protect and re-generate 
areas of declining heathland. 

Director of Conservation at the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, Imogen Davenport said: 
“Dorset still has internationally important 
areas of heathland and a number of initia¬ 
tives have helped protect, manage and re¬ 
connect them over recent years. For 
example our new Urban Wildlink project 


will help us and our partners acquire and 
manage major areas of heathland and pro¬ 
tect the wildlife habitats now and for fu¬ 
ture generations.” 

She says that local people can help na¬ 
ture conservation work in the county by 
joining groups such as Dorset Wildlife 
Trust and increasing our involvement to 
care for and monitor wildlife in the 
county. 

“It can be very rewarding - volunteers 
from Dorset Otter Group helped track the 
recovery of the otter in the county from 
being almost extinct in the 1970s, to now 
being on every major river catchment. By 
maintaining high quality habitats, threat¬ 
ened species have more of a chance. The 
‘State of Nature’ report indicates nature is 
in trouble, but it’s not too late.” 


District council approve local plan 


THE local plan for West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland 
has been approved by West Dorset District Councillors - 
but will now be put to the test by a planning inspector. 

Public protest led to sites at the south east of Dorch¬ 
ester, Hollymoor Lane in Beaminster and an additional 
allocation at Barton Farm, Sherborne being removed 
from the proposals. The area of land allocated at Cross- 
ways has been reduced. 

The plan now includes a housing supply for 17 to 18 
years, rather than 20 years as previously stated. A review 
of the local plan will be carried out in four to five years 
time. 

Sites in Weymouth and Portland still need to be ap¬ 
proved and the plan will now go to Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council’s Management Committee on June 
4th and then to full council on June 17th. 

If approved in Weymouth and Portland it will be sub¬ 
mitted to the planning inspector for independent exami¬ 


nation, before it can be formally adopted. 

The district council received around 2,100 responses 
from individuals and organisations in the 2013 consulta¬ 
tion, and more than 900 from the consultation on revi¬ 
sions and additions to the plan in June and July 2012. 

If agreed at full council, the plans could include land 
for around: 

• 500 homes and 3.5 hectares of employment land at 
Crossways 

• 850 homes to form the Chickerell Urban Extension 

• 760 homes at Vearse Farm, Bridport 

• 120 homes at the land north of Broadwindsor Road, 
Beaminster 

A further planning application would need to be sub¬ 
mitted by a developer before any of the developments 
could take place. This would need to be approved by the 
district council. 


Councillor Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “The district council has taken a very 
important step forward in approving the local plan for the 
area. 

“We have taken all views into account and come up 
with a plan which is very appropriate to the characteris¬ 
tics of West Dorset and now await feedback from the in¬ 
dependent inspector.” 

The local plan sets out a long term planning strategy to 
meet future housing, employment and leisure needs in 
the area. 

It covers important issues like where housing could be 
built, how the economy can be boosted and what infra¬ 
structure, like schools and play areas, may be needed. 

The councils have worked out how much additional 
housing is required in the area from projected population 
figures based on findings from the 2011 Census. The 
local plan could be adopted by February 2014.

Nominations can be made by members of staff, vol¬ 
unteers, patients, their family and friends and mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

Winners will receive their awards at the hospital's 
annual awards ceremony in September.

Check your smoke alarm 

DORSET residents are being urged to check the 
positioning of their smoke alarms. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue say that last year, 44 
house fires in the county did not activate the 
smoke alarm because the fire was outside its 
range. 

The force says the additional time a correctly po¬ 
sitioned alarm can give may make the difference 
between escaping safely and death or injury. 

Kate Huelin, Home Safety Manager at DFRS said: 
"The vast majority of us now have at least one 
smoke alarm in our homes, but early detection 
and warning is vital to reduce the devastation a 
house fire can cause. That's why it's so important 
that your smoke alarms are in the right place to 
have the best chance of alerting you and your 
loved ones to a fire." 

"You should make sure you have at least one 
smoke alarm on every level of your home, prefer¬ 
ably in hallways and landings. Placing smoke de¬ 
tectors in rooms where there are electrical 
appliances, could give you the extra warning you 
need. 

"It's also important to remember that smoke 
alarms don't last forever. The power might work, 
but the mechanism deteriorates with time. So 
whether they are battery operated or wired to the 
mains, to work at their best they should be re¬ 
placed every ten years." 

Dorset Fire and Rescue is also urging carers and 
people who keep a close eye on less able relatives 
to check that these homes have enough smoke 
alarms in the right places too.

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Badger cull is 
not the answer 


POLICE were present at 
a Corn Exchange meet¬ 
ing on Friday of last 
week in case of problems 
as opponents of a badger 
cull in Dorset made their 
case. 

Among the audience 
were farmers who sup¬ 
port culling and would 
like to see Dorset in¬ 
cluded in the Govern¬ 
ment-backed killings. 

But the evening ended 
without problems as 
speaker after speaker, in¬ 
cluding rock star Doctor 
Brian May, made the 
case against the cull. 

Dorset is a reserve zone 
for culling if pilots in 
Somerset of Gloucester¬ 
shire are unable to go 
ahead. These are due to 
start from June onwards 
and should last six 
weeks. 

Doctor May said that if 
one of those areas did not 
go ahead they would 
come to Dorset and start 
killing badgers, at night, 
with high-powered rifles. 

“It’s incredible to me 
they can get away with 
this but we’re looking at 
a very strange kind of 
government here... We

cannot afford to proceed 
with this cull,” he said 
and added that the an¬ 
swer should have been a 
vaccination programme, 
which ought to have 
started years ago. 

RSPCA chief executive 
Gavin Grant said those 
opposing the cull were 
not “townie, bunny-hug- 
gers” but those who un¬ 
derstood the problem and 
the countryside. 

“The RSPCA cares for 
the welfare of cattle as 
much as we do for badg¬ 
ers, we see no intrinsic 
difference between these 
animals.” 

He said that a previous 
cull has resulted in au¬ 
topsies carried out on 
11,000 killed badgers - 
80 to 85 per cent were 
free of TB and only one 
in three found to have it 
were infectious. 

Mr Grant said the side 
effect of the cull was that 
badgers moved out of the 
area where the cull was 
taking place, to adjoining 


He said that a cull in 
Ireland led to badgers 
being extinct in four 
counties.. .four counties 
which still had bovine 
TB. 

He said there was no 
scientific reason to jus¬ 
tify culling: “The Gov¬ 
ernment is right when it 
says that something must 
be done - but let it be the 
right thing and the 
slaughter of badgers is 
not the right thing.” 

He called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to stop the cull 
and start a programme of 
vaccination as well as 
programmes for improv¬ 
ing bio security. 

“Successive Govern¬ 
ments have utterly failed 
the farmers of this coun¬ 
try and the wildlife too. It 
is about time we put our 
own house in 
order...these animals 
have no choice but we do 
have a choice and we 
should speak out and 
hold the politicians to ac¬ 
count.

She said: “We want to make it as easy 
as possible for customers in Dorset in 
severe financial difficulty to afford their 
water bills and the role of debt advice 
agencies is a fundamental part of this. 

“The support they give our customers 
could help them turn their lives around 
and prevent their water bills from be¬ 
coming a growing strain on their fi¬ 
nances.” 

The water company has donated 
around £340,000 to debt advice agen¬ 
cies across its region which spans 
Dorset, Somerset, Bath, Bristol, most of 
Wiltshire and parts of Gloucestershire. 

Wessex Water has funded debt advice 
agencies for a number of years and 
money recently donated has provided 


struggling charities with the opportu¬ 
nity to continue their debt advice serv¬ 
ice for a further year. 

Others put the grant towards resources 
as well as training programmes for staff 
and volunteers. 

Daniel Cadisch, bureau manager of 
Dorchester, Sherborne and District Cit¬ 
izens Advice Bureau, said: “I would 
like to thank Wessex Water for contin¬ 
uing to support the debt work carried 
out by our organisation. 

“Our partnership means that we can 
better manage the ever increasing work¬ 
load placed on our team.” 

Mrs Lindsay said that the company 
recognised that debt advice was essen¬ 
tial for some customers. 

She said: “Many customers are not 
aware of the full range of benefits and 
tax credits that are available, particu¬ 
larly with the changes that are going on 
with the welfare forum. 

“As well as offering debt advice, 
agencies can also ensure customers are 
claiming all the benefits to which they 
are entitled.” 

The funding will help agencies inform 
more people about Wessex Water’s 
newly launched programme called tap, 
which offers a range of schemes and 
practical help for customers who are in 
financial difficulty to afford their water 
bills and repay any debt they owe. 


“We must force another 
debate in the House of 
Commons.” 

Mr Grant also warned 
that the cull would lead to 
divisions in the country - 
between those who sup¬ 
ported the cull and those 
who were against it.

The Albion Band to headline Lyme 
Folk Weekend's Saturday night 


SATURDAY night at Lyme Folk Weekend is party night, 
and what better way to party than in the company of 
one of Britain's foremost electric folk bands. 

The Albion Band is a name that has been at the heart 
of the English folk scene for four decades, but there is 
nothing old or fusty about the current incarnation, who 
will be headlining Lyme's inaugural folk festival on Sat¬ 
urday August 31. They will round off a fabulous night 
at the Marine Theatre, which also features Radio 2 Folk 
Award winner Jackie Oates and brilliant new fusion 
band Ducie. 

Ever since Fairport Convention and Steeleye Span 
founder and folk legend Ashley Hutchings conceived 
the Albion Band project in 1971, it has been more of a 
concept than an actual band. Members have come and 
gone, drifting in and out of the line-up over the years, 
including some of British folk music's biggest start, from 
guitar legend Richard Thompson and fellow Fairport 
founder Simon Nicol, to Steeleye's Maddy Prior and 
Show of Hands stalwart Phil Beer. 

Now after four decades at the top of the genre, and 
with folk music once again experiencing a huge up¬ 
surge in appeal among the young as it did in Hutchings' 
own day, the founding father has finally decided to take 
a back seat and hand the baton to the next generation. 

Breathing fresh, exciting new life into the band is 
Hutchings' son, the singer and guitarist Blair Dunlop, 
winner of this year's Hori¬ 
zon Award for best new¬ 
comer at the Radio 2 Folk 
Awards. 

As well as forging a 
huge reputation for him¬ 
self as a solo artist, Dun¬ 
lop is spearheading the 
revival of the Albion 
Band, along with other 
members from a range of 
backgrounds reflecting 
the history of the band. 
Lining up with Dunlop 
are Folk Award nominee 
Katriona Gilmore (violin 


and vocals), Tom Wright (drums), Tim Yates (bass) and 
BenTrott (guitar). 

Their first studio album, Vice of the People, received 
widespread acclaim, with Bright Young Folk website de¬ 
claring: 'Folk rock is alive and most definitely kicking!' 

Q Magazine said: 'Dunlop's writing, singing and stag¬ 
gering guitar are never overshadowed. He is a vital 
bridge between Brit folk's first and latest flowerings.' 

But the Albion Band are not the only top act gracing 
the Marine Theatre stage for Lyme Folk Weekend's big 
Saturday night. Jackie Oates has recently enjoyed major 
success with her Lullabies project, and she brings her 
unique treatment of English ballads and songs, and the 
pure, haunting singing style that has established her 
firmly at the forefront of the new English folk revival. 

And the Saturday evening session kicks off with one 
of the first festival performances from fiery new 
acoustic outfit Ducie. 

Fronted by Andrew Dinan, best known as a member 
of the Bad Sheperds along with comedian Ade Ed¬ 
mondson, Ducie mix traditional and contemporary 
styles from across the world. Their exuberant perfor- 
mences combine Celtic influences, Afro-Cuban and 
Brazillian rhythms with funk, reggae, flamenco and 
blues in a vibrant blend of genres.

Sunday was an auspicious occasion for 
Yeovil Town FC, who triumphed at Wembley in the play-offs and the exo¬ 
dus from the town had an impact on participation by local club mem¬ 
bers, who were outnumbered by the visitors. 

A light and fickle wind in the morning made for a challenging race, 
with much place changing as the 3-5mph breeze filled in from different 
directions and evaporated just as quickly. 

Sailors competed in two divisions; the Laser Standard and Laser Radial; 
which has a smaller sail with a different sail cut, designed for lighter 
helms. 

After lunch the breeze strengthened to 5-8mph enabling sailors to 


straighten their legs and hike rather than adopting uncomfortable posi¬ 
tions in the centre of their boats and two further races were sailed back- 
to-back. 

After two races the Laser Standard event was wide open with Ling and 
Ian Morgan from Southampton sharing 3 points apiece after a first and 
second place finish each. Meanwhile, in the Radial fleet, Chris Jones from 
Sutton Bingham secured an unassailable lead, clinching a win in the sec¬ 
ond race by less than a metre from Morgan's wife, Kerry. 

Ling put in a strong performance in the final race of the day to win the 
Standards and the trophy for overall winner from the two fleets, which 
was calculated on handicap. 

Prizes were awarded by Sutton Bingham Club Commodore Alan Chinn, 
including first junior competitor which went to Emily White, who fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Radials. In accepting the perpetual trophy, Ling com¬ 
plimented race officer, Adrian Neal on good race management under 
difficult conditions with such an oscillating wind, and to everyone in¬ 
volved in organizing the event.
